S.R.O. 54.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the Army Medical Corps, Medical Physicist (Civilian) 
(Senior Scientific Officer Grade 11) Recruitment Rules, 1977, 
except things done or omitted to be done before such super- 
session, the President hereby makes the following rules re¬ 
gulating the method of recruitment to the post of Medical 
Physicist (Civilian) Senior Scientific Officer Grade II in the 
Army Medical Corps, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(DThese rules may be 
called the Armv Medical Corps (Medical Physicist (Civilian) 
(Senior Scientific Officer Grade II) Recruitment Rules, 1985. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of the said post, its classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, and other qualifica¬ 
tions.—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications 
and other matters connected therewith shall be as specified 
in columns 5 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid, 


4, Disqualification.—No person- 

fa) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living has i/itered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post, 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli¬ 
cable to such person and the other parly to the marriage and 
there arc other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5, Power to relax.—Where the Central Government Is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may 
by .order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in con¬ 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6, Saving.—Nothing in ihese rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of atfc limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
m this regard.

S.R.O. 55.-—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
191 of the Army Act, 1950 (46 of 1950), the Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Army Rules, 1954, namely:— 

1, These rules may be called the Army (Amendment) 
Rules, 1985. 

2. Insertion of a new rule 80-A.—In the Army Rules, 1954 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), after rule 80, tbe 
following rules shall be inserted, namely:— 

‘‘80-A. Courts martial to be public.—Subject to rule 80, 
the place In which a court-martial is held for the 
purpose of trying an offence under the Act shall 
bo deemed to be an open court to which the public 
generally may have access, so far as the same can 
conveniently contain them: 

Provided that, if the court is satisfied that it Is neces¬ 
sary of expedient in the public interest or for the 
ends of justice so to do, the court may at any 
stage of the trial or any particular case order that 
the public generally or any portion thereof or any 
particular person shall not have access to, or be or 
remain in, the plnce in which the court is held,” 


3. Amendment of rule 164,—In rule 164 of the said rules, 
after the figure, brackets and words "80 (sitting in closed 
court)", the figure, brackets and words "80-A (court martial 
to be public)” shall be inserted,
